arerortcd off, to the nnmberleſſe encreaſe of croo- 
ched Crippies, and wooden l-eg'd beggers, of 
which ſort of milcrable diſmembreJ wretches, 
every ſtreet 1s plentifally Nored with, to the 
ſcorne of other Nations, and the ſhame and oblo- 
quie of our owne. 

The Sadlers being an ancient, g worthy, and a 
vſefull Company) they have almoſt overthrowne 
rhe wholetrade, tothe undoing of many Lone2 fi- 
milies; For wheras wichin our memories, our No- 
hilicy and Gentry would ride well mounted-(and 
ſometimes walk on foor) gallantly attended with 
three or foure ſcore brave tellowes in blew coats, 
which was a glory to our Nation, and gave more 
content tothe behold rs, than qo of your Leather 
Tumbrels:then inen preſcrv'd their bod;es ſtrong 
and avle by walking,tiding,and other manly cxcr- 

cies: 
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ciſes: then Sadlers were a good trade, and thename 
of a Coach was Heathen Greeke. Whoever ſaw 
(bat upon extranrdinary occaſions) Sir Philip S$5d- 
ney, Sir Francs Drake, Sir John Norru, Six Williams 
Wizter Sir Koger Williams,01( whom 1 ſhould have 
nam'd firft)che famous Lord Gray,and Willoughby, 
wich the renowned George Earle of Camberland, 
or Robert Earle of Eſſex: | heſe ſons of Mars,who 
in their cimes were the glorious Brooches of our 
Nation, and an admirable ecrrour to our Enemies : 
theſe [ ſay did make ſma[ uſe of Coaches,and rhere 
were two maine reaſons for it, the one was, that 
ther were but few Coaches in moſt of their times: 
and the ſecoud rezſon is, they were deadly foes to 
all fl ,ath anJ cff-minacie: the like was Sir Frances 
Vere, with thouſands others : but whar ſhould [ 
talke furthe:? this is the ratling,row!li g,rumbling 
age,end The World runs on Wheeles The Hackney= 
men who were wont to have furniſhed Travel- 
lers jn all places, with fitting end {erviccable Hors 
ſes for any journey (by the mu'titude of Coaches) 
are undone by the dozens,2nd the whole Comcns 
wealth moſt abhominably Taded that in many p/a- 
ces 2 man had as good to ride upon a woodenPoſt,

relled in Satins and Velvets, arc Maſters of rheir 
Pariſh, Veſtry men, who fire like t'e Emperoury 
Heliogabalns, or Sardanupalis, feldome without 
their Mackroones, Parmiſants, Iellyes and Kick- 
fhawes, with baked Swans, Paſtics hot, er cold red 
Deere Pyes, which they have fiom their Debtors 
worſhips in the Country : neither are theſe Coa- 
ches only thus cumberſom= by their rumbling and 
mtting, as they are by their ſtanding (till, and dam- 
ming up the ſtreets and lanes, as che Blacks Friers, 
and divers other places can witneſle, and againſt 
Coxchmaikers doo-es the ſtreetsare ſo peſterd and 
clogg'd with them, that neither Man, H »r(e, or 
Cart 
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Cart can paſſe for them ; inſcmuch as my L.Afazor 
s highly ro ve com mended for nis care In this re- 
taint, ſending in Febrxary laſt many of them to 
the Counter for their carelcineſle herein. 

They have been the univerſal decay of almoſtall 
thebeſt Aſh Trees in the Kingdome , for a young 
plant can no ſooner you up to any perfeRion, but 
preſently it is f:Iled for the Coach ; Nora young 
horſe bred of any beauty or goodnefle,bur he is or- 
dined fro his foaling for the ſervice of theCoach;

moſt Followers and Retainers; then land abour or

with a Whore with him was drawne with Ly- 
ens. Heligabalis the Emper@ur was drawne 
with foure naked W hores, (himſelfe being rhe 
Coachman) and the (oaches jntheſelate __ (to 

ew 
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fhewſome ſpark ofgratitude or thankfulnes )inre: 
membrance thatnaked W heres once drew one of 
them, they do in requital very often carry Whores 
halfe naked to the belly , and gallantly apparelled; 
beſides onely but foure Whores drew one (ach, 
and 560 Coarhers hath carried 10000 of them for 
It ; but ſometimes they were drawne with Stags, 
8s itis the uſe in Lep/and at this day, The Empe- 
rout Firms was drawne with foure Eſtridges, 
and to requite thoſe favours, they doe now ofte 
carry men as ravenous as Lyons, as well headed ay 
Oxen or Stagges,, and as the Eftridges did once 
draw, fo the feathers of them doe daily ride in 
Plumes and Fannes. 

In the City of Antwerp in Brabant I have ſcene 
little Coaches, which men fend their children to 
Schoole in, each of them drawne by a Maſtiffe 
dog, not having any guide : forthe dog himlelfe 
doth exerciſe three offices at one time, being as 
the horſe to draw,the Coachman to dire&,and an 
honeRlabouring dog beſides, 

I remember that in one place aforeſaid , I have 
written that Coaches doe ſeidome carry any dead 
things, as Stones, Timber, Wine, Beere, Corne, 
&c. But in ſo writing I find that Thave done ma- 
ny of them grem wrong, for I perceive that they 
carry oftentimes divers ſorts ofRye,as Knave-Ry, 
Foole-Rye, Leache-Rye, Rogue-Ryc, V —

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| Bawde-Rye, Brave-Rye, Slave-Rye, and Begges 


Rye, Sometimes (by chance) they nday hap to 
arry good Hasband-Rye, and Houſewife-Rye, 
but ſack burthens are as ſcarce or money or chart» 
ty: and one thing more comes into my mind a« 
boat their multitude, for though a Coach doe 
ſeeme to be a dead or ſencelefle thing, yet when T 
ſee and conlider how they doe multiply and eft- 
creaſe : I am doubtfull bur that they are male and
